-A manifesto issued by Robles 
Diminguez, Maderos’ agent, ap- 
pealing for order, was almost to- 
tally disregarded.

yelling ‘‘ Viva Madero.’’ 

Forelgn Minister de la Barra issued 
an official statement this morning that 
President Diaz and Vice-President Cor- 
ral would resign this afternoon, and 
that the Provisional Government would 
thereupofi assume authority.

The mule, hitched to an empty buggy, 
made its triumphant entry on the main 
drive of the park at 7:30 p. m., when 
hundreds of automobiles were on the 
roadway. 

It was apparent that the mule was not 
in a mood to turn out for anybotly. 
With its neck outstretched and its ears 
thrown back, and without fender or tail 
lights, it kept a straight course. 

One .automobile driver after another 


automobile off the road and running 
into the woods. 

Morton, in his roadster kept close be- 
hind the mule as it ran west like a 
brown streak, but he could not get 
close enough to grab the bridle reins. 

The mule turned down Jefferson drive 
and ran a mile to the south end of the 
park. Then it turned back into the 
speedway and again reached the cen- 
tral portion of the park, with Morton 
close behind. 

At the end of the first mile a 17-year- 
old boy, whose name Morton ‘did -not 
learn, jumped on the running board of 
Morton’s machine. When the automo- 
bile overtook the speeding mule the boy 
leaped into the buggy. 

There he found himself powerless to 
stop the runaway because the lines 
were dragging on the ground and he 
could not reach them.

He refused to give any of the partic- 
viars in regard to the affair and would 
not state whether the woman was a 
friend of his or -Henwood's. ._. 

J. W. Atkinson of Colorado Springs, 
a wealthy contractor, was shot in the 
left leg, and G. E. Copeland. a mining 
man of Victor, Colo., received two bul- 
lets, one in the left leg, the other in 
the abdomen. 

° They Were Bystanders, 

Atkinson and Copeland were oystand- 
ery and had nothing to do with the 
quarrel, 

According to Henwood, he and Von 
Puhl met only yesterday. A quarr in 
which the name of an actress vas used, 
started later, and finally resulted in 
Henwood calling Von Phul a liar. Von 
Phul’s inastand reply. was a4 smash to 
Henwood’s face, which sent him reeling. 
Henwood then drew a revolver ard 
emptied its five chambers before the by- 
standers could disarm him. 

Society Woman in Quarrel. 

Friends of both men state that the 
quarrel really started over a Denver s0- 
ciety woman. 

Von Phul has been in Denver *several 
days endeavoring to arrange for a baj- 
loon flight, the crossing of the Rockies 
being the object. He holds a number 
of balloon records, including the speed 
record for long fNghts, having made 
the distance from St.. Louis’ to Charles- 
ton, S. C., 690 miles, in 15 hours. 

In his cell at the city jail Henwood 

said: 
“T am awfully sorry to learn that 
twe men were wounded, and that Von 
Phul is dead. Atkinson I did not know, 
ror can I place him in my mind. 


“The direct cause for this affair is so 
insignificant that few will believe it. 
Von Phul has a habit when discussing 
wines to sample all in sight by placing 
his finger in another's glass and tasting 
it. That is really what happened last 
night and what ‘caused the shooting. 
“With a friend I walked into the bar 
in the Brown after the show at the 
Broadway was out. We thought we 
would drink a small bottle of wine be- 
fore eating. 

“When I voiced my preference in the 
way of wines I heard a sneering laugh 
at my Teft. I turned and saw Von 
Phul, with whom I am acquainted. We 
argued yesterday afternoon and when 
we parted we were hardly on speaking 
terms. 
called for the remark from Van Phul. 

Had an Argument About Wine. 

‘We had an argument concerning the 
Alities of wines, which ended by Von 
Phul reaching over and putting his 
finger in my glass. I resented it. He 
said that I knew nothing of wines. [ 
immediately resented his remarks. He 
then struck me full in the face. 

“I fell to the floor and when I started 
to get up I began shooting. I do not 
know how many shots I fired. I am 
gorry if any other men were injured. I 
shot in self-defense, for I know Von 
Phul to be a powerful man. I expected 
trouble with him and I got it.’ 

News Kept From Father. 
News that his son had been shot was 
kept Thursday from Von Phul's father, 
Frederick von Phul, who is 79 years old 
and ill at the family home, 4442A Forest 
Park boulevard. 
Miss Adelaide von Phul, sister of the 
wounded aerénaut, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that she had received a tele- 
gram signed “Tony” shortly after 1 
a.m. It read: “Do not pay any atten- 
tion to newspaper accounts.” 
Later Miss von Phul received a tele- 
gram from Frederick Cooke, a nephew 
who was with Von Phul in Denver. 
Cooke wired: ‘“‘Tony very seriously in- 
jured, but has good chance for recov~ 
ery. ” 
Miss von ‘Phui wished it to become 
known how her brother came by his 
nickname. She said: “Though be ts! 
generally called Tony, his right neme 
is Sylvester Louls.von Phul. When he 
was a boy we called him Stonewall 
Juckson because he was sturdy and ag- 
gressive. This degenerated into 
“Stony,” and in recent years inte 
“Tony.”

The further declaration is made by 
Justice Harlan that he is convinced the 
court’s opinion ‘‘will throw the business 
of the country into confusion, and in- 
vite widely extended and harassing liti- 
g2etion, the injurious effects of which 
will be felt for many years to come.” 

In connection with what he terms a —go-carts—. 
“mischievous modification,” Justice worth $15.00 
Herlan quoéted the Chief Justice as say- : 
ing “it does not neccessarily follow that r” 
because an illegal restraint of trade or 
ar. attempt to monoplize or a monopoli- 
zation resulted from the combination 
and the transfer of the stocks of the} 
subsidiary corporations to the New Jer- 
sey corporation, that a like restraint of 
trade or attempt to monopolize or 
monopolization would necessarily arise 
from agreements between one or more 
of the subsidiary corporations after the 
transfer of the stock by the New Jersey 
cor poration.”’ 

“Taking this language in connection 
with other parts of the opinion,’’ says 
Justice Harlan, ‘the -subsidiary com- 
panies are thus, in effect informed—un- 
wisely, I think—that although the New 
Jersey corporation, being an _ illegal 
combination, must go out of existence, 
they may join in an agreement to re- 
strain commerce among the states if 
such restraint be not ‘undue.’ ”’ 

Cites a Taft Decision. 

Justice Harlan, referring to other de- 
cisions as bearing out his interpreta- 
tion in the case at issue, calls particu- 
lar attention to one of Judge Taft, now 
President, in the Addystone Pipe case.

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—President 
Taft has denied the applications for 
the pardon of Charles W. Morse of New 
York and John R. Walsh of Chicago, 
the two most prominent bankers in Fed- 

prisons under the national banking 
laws The President declined to exer- 
cise any executive clemency or to short- 
en the sentences imposed by the courts. 

The President took a firm stand that 
the national banking laws or any other 
laws must be upheld when they affect 
the rich n, even more than when 
they pee poor. The record in the 
Walsh casé, the President said, ‘shows 


moral turpitude of that insidious and 
dangerous kind, to punish whith the 
rational banking laws were especially 
enacted.”’ 

In considering the case of Morse, the 
President said that “froma considera- 
tion of the facts In each case, I have 
no @Goubvt that Morse should have re- 
celved a heavier’ sentence than Walsh. 
Indeed, the methods taken by Morse 
tend to show that more keenly than 
Walet. did he realize the evil that he 
was dcoing.”’ 

Eligible for Parole, 

The President's deniai of the pardon 
eyplications does notwmean that the men 
rvuci stay ™M prison until the end of 
treir terms. Walsh began a sentence of 
five years in the Leavenworth peniten- 
1910, anu under the 
Federsl parole law is eligible for parole 
next September, the President’s acttfon 
heaving no bearing whatever upon fu- 
ture application for parole. 

Morse began his 15-year term in the 
Atlanta penitentiary in January, 1910. 
In denying his application the President 
Fyented leave to renew it after Jan. 1, 
1913. Under the parole law Morse would

Taft has dented the applications for 
the pardon of Charles W. Morse of New 
York and John R. Walsh of Chicago, 
the two most prominent bankers in Fed- 
eral prisons under the national banking 
laws. The President declined to exer- 


‘elise any. executive clemency or to short- 


en the sentences imposed by the courts. 

The President took a firm stand that 
the national banking laws or any other 
laws must be upheld when they affect 
the rich n, even more than when 
they slit tien poor. The record in the 
Walsh casé, the President said, ‘shows 
moral turpitude of that insidious and 
dangerous kind, to punish whith the 
rational banking laws were especially 
enacted.”’ - 

In considering the case of Morse, the 
President said that “from a considera- 
tion of the facts in each case, I have 
no doubt that Morse should have re- 
celved a heavier’ sentence than Walsh. 
the methods taken by Morse 
tend to show that more keenly than 
Walsh did he realize the evil that he 
was doing.” 

. Eligible for Parole, 

The President’s deniai of the pardon 
epplications does notwmean that the men 
rvuec stay MM prison until the end of 
treir terms. Walsh began a sentence of 
five years in the Leavenworth peniten- 
tary in January, 1910, anu under the 
Fecersl parole law is eligible for parole 
mest September, the President’s actfon 
hearing no bearing whatever upon fu- 
ture application for parole. 

Morse began his 15-year term in the 
Atlanta penitentiary in January, 1910. 
In denying his application the President 
frented leave to renew it after Jan. 1, 
193. Under the parole law Morse would

“How does she compare. with other 
women in regard to beauty @nd charm 
and style?’’ asked Miss Marshall. 

“We've all grown up with the under- 
standing that we are the most beautiful 
and delightful people in the world. And, 
really, I think it quite true. There are 
some few Women among the older civ- 
ilizations who are born with a certain 
verve, a certain manner, which prob- 
ably won’t be our heritage for two or 
three hundred years.

5 per cent solution of caustic 
potash and in this boil your sample 
of silk or wool. If the entire sample 
is consumed in the. boiling, your ma- 
terial is what it pretends to be; if 
there is a residue, that residue is cot- 
ton. The caustic solution consumes 
the animal fibers. 


2. If you wish to find out whether 
the silk that seems to be heavy silk 
is weighted with mineral, burn the 
sample and the ash will show you 
how much mineral weighting there is. 
The pure silk will be wholly con- 
sumed. 

8. In buying supposed linen goods 
of toweling or suiting, dip your 
sample into concentrated sulphuric 
acid for two minutes and wash it out 
carefully. The cotton will have been 
consumed, the linen will have resisted 
the action of the acid. This test is 
one that should be made with precau- 
tion, as vitriol is not a thing to be 
tampered with. 

For several years Teachers’ College 
of Columbia University, and some 
other educational institutions have 
been conducting experiments in the 
testing of textiles by chemical means 
and by microscopic examinations, says 
Mary Heaton Vorse in Success Mags- 
zine. Everywhere chemical analysis 
has shown fraud; through all grades 
of cloth the microscope has revealed 
dishonest and inferior material. In 
‘many cases the perfection of fipish of 
the goods would have deceived any 
but the veteran shopper, and in the 
case of weighting of silks even the 
most experienced would easily have 
been misled. Look at this table of 
silks bought in the regular way and 
analyzed.
